GRIFFIN, Ga., June 22.+()— 
Weather-tanned Eugene Talmadge 
assured farmers of the United 
States today “the best crop you 
can cultivate is that soil conserva- 
tion, where they pay you not to 
do something.” 

His famous red suspenders con- 
cealed beneath a natty double- 
breasted coat of dark grey, Tal- 
madge also covered his political 
aspirations behind a carefully 
phrased declaration: 

“It’s time you started sending 
men who’re not afraid of their 
jobs to Washington—and At- 
lanta.” 

He spoke at a joint luncheon 
of the Griffin Rotary and Ex- 
change Clubs. 

Greeted at the door as the “next 
Governor of Georgia,” Talmadge 
beamed and talked about crops, 
the weather, taxes and education. 

Gesticulations Missing. 

His long-famed campaign ges- 
tures toned down to a benevolent 
spreading out of his hands, and 
an occasional twist of a handful 
of hair, Talmadge’s shouts were 
missing in the measured delivery 
of the address. 

“I’ve accepted my bribe,” he 
grinned to the luncheon clubbers, 
“when I had a job as commis- 
sioner of agriculture and Gover-

nor, I turned down their parity 
chécks and their soil conservation 
checks. But now I’m out of a job, 
I’m taking them, and last Christ- 
mas when I got a parity check for 
the cotton on my Monroe county 
farm, it was for more than the 
cotton was worth. 

“Then along came time for my 
soil conservation check, and I ex- 
pected $75 or $100—but would 
you believe it, that check was for 
460-odd dollars.

Talmadge attacked “the grow- 
ing pile of taxes,’ declaring the 
levies are “defeating the very ob- 
ject they were intended to-achieve 
by reducing employment all over 
America.”

I 
think we should recall the old 
Chinese maxim, ‘If you hate your 
children, give them luxuries.’ ” 

He said the “worst troubles of 
the world” are caused by men 
afraid of their jobs, and, referring 
to the death of Congressman Em- 
mett Owen, urged election of a 
successor “who won’t promise you 
what a lot of things he’s going to 
do for you.” 

“IT hope to see such a man up 
there in Washington—when I go 
there on a visit, I mean. It looks 
like the only way I can get to 
Washington is to go there on a 
visit.” 

Talmadge left Griffin shortly 
after the talk for his home at 
McRae, making no comment on 
current legislative problems. 


EDUCATORS URGE

Allocated Monies Sought for 
Teachers if Legislature 
Fails to Act. 


A request that money be taken 
from departments financed by al- 
located funds to pay the approxi- 
mate $5,000,000 back salary due 
school teachers if the legislature 
does not provide this cash, was 
sent to Governor Rivers yesterday 
by the executive committee of the 
Superintendents and Board Mem- 
bers Association. 

State School Superintendent M. 
D. Collins disclosed a resolution 
was adopted at a meeting of the 
executive committee.. 

The department receiving the 
bulk of allocated funds from state 
income is the Highway Depart- 
ment, with the Department of Ag- 
riculture next. 

The resolution cited the recent 
report of the legislative economy 
committee and said this report 
showed: 

1. That the present deficit for 
the current year is largely the 
amount due teachers of the public 
schools and the university system 
for earned salaries for services 
actually rendered. 

2. That there will be insuffi- 
ciént money available for the op- 
eration of the public school sys- 
tem for the year 1939-40. 

3. That unless the general as- 
sembly reconvenes to enact the 
encessary legislation to provide 
the money for the operation of the 
state institutions for next year 
that its investigation and report 
would be useless.

Dr. James C. Avary, of 969 West 
Peachtree street, signed an affi- 
davit declaring that his father, 
James Corbin Avary, frequently 
was used as a subject by Dr. Long 
for demonstrating the anesthetic 
effects of ether before the faculty 
and student body of the Augusta 
Medical College during the years 
1841-1843. 

Relates Father's Story. 

Relating the story told him many 
tim.es by his father, Dr. Avary said: 


“Dr. Long administered the ether | . 


to my father on a handkerchief 
from which he inhaled the fumes. 
He was soon asleep and absolute- 
ly unconscious. The faculty and 
students (some of whom doubted 
his unconsciousness) pinched him 
and stuck pins in him to see if he 
was really unconscious or just 


playing ‘possum. As he did not 


show any sign of disturbance they 
all agreed that he was under in- 
fluence of the ether and was gen- 
uinely anesthetized.”

Opening his address with praise 
of the “progressive accomplish- 
ments” of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration, Camp later turned to sev- 
eral phases of state government.

ants,” he said. 


“The restriction placed upon the 
privilege of participating in our 
political affairs results in only a 
small minority of our citizens tak- 
ing part in our elections. . .. Such 
system makes it necessary for

The “servant problem” is no 
more! For now the “lady of the 
house” can get just the maid she 
wants, well trained, efficient and 
intelligent, and possessor of a cer- 


tificate of graduation from Atlan- 
ta’s free Community Employment 
Service training school for domes- 
tics. 

And if the maid she has employ- 
ed now is not the bread maker or 
plait-presser she ought to be, that 
servant may attend classes, free of 
charge to employer and employe, 
and iearn those household arts in 
which she is deficient. 

This is not a new service, though 
the school is not to well known 
to Atlanta housewives.

Students in the six-week course, 
for which there is no tuition fee, 
go to classes at 8 o’clock each 
morning at 956 Hunter street.

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Money in Circulation 

There is a bill now under discussion in the 
United States senate, already passed by the 
house, one clause of which would give the Presi- 
dent authority, at his discretion, to issue an ad- 
ditional $3,000,000,000 in greenback currency. 
Senator Carter Glass, of Virginia, although 
confined by sickness to his bed in a Washing- 
ton hotel, has led the fight against this feature 
of the measure, remaining in practically con- 
stant telephone communication with fellow 
senators on Capitol Hill. 

The danger inherent in such an expansion 
of paper money circulated in the United States 
is self-evident. Were a flood of new greenbacks 
with a face value df $3,000,000,000 set loose in 
the country, a sharp increase in the cost of 
living, as measured by the dollar, would almost 
certainly result. Purchasing power of the dol- 
lar would decrease and millions of citizens 
would pay the price in lowered standards of 
living and lack of essentials of life. 

For the wealth of a country is not changed, 
merely by the printing of paper money. The 
wealth is stable and can only be increased by 
greater production of values, whether natural 
values or manufactured. More currency mere- 
ly means that each unit-of that currency rep-- 
resents a lowered proportion of the total na- 
tional wealth, in resources and materials. 

In 1930, the last year for which figures are 
immediately available, there was a total of 
more than $17,000,000,000 in American money. 
Of this, however, only a little more than $6,000,- 
000,000 was actually in circulation. 

Taking the $6,000,000,000 figure therefore, 
for the sake of illustration, it is easy to see that 
if this was suddenly increased to $9,000,000,000, 
it would mean nothing more nor less than a 
50 per cent reduction in the actual value, and 
purchasing power, of each dollar. Thus the 
average man or woman would find, as quickly 
as commodity prices could be adjusted, that it 
took $3 in the increased currency to purchase 
what had previously cost $2. 

Even though every individual were granted a 
50 per cent increase in income, at the same time, 
no one would be any better off in real worth, 
which must always be measured solely in pur- 
chasing power. — 

And it must ‘be remembered that few em- 
ployers could see their way to such a salary 
increase. Nor would the much publicized mini- 


mum wage law be of great benefit, when its 
“floor below wages,” was measured in the old 
dollar value, and not in the value of the de- 
preciated (by $3,000,000,000) currency. 

Of course, congress may not approve the 
plan. Likewise, if it is approved the President 
and his advisers may not deem it proper to 
take advantage of the power conferred. In any 
event, however, it is a dangerous proposal and 
one which presages a possible future devalua- 
tion of United States currency which, if it 
comes, will push this country into economic 
and social difficulties compared to which all 
that has thus far happened will be as nothing. 


Resourceful Wauwatosa 

Wauwatosa, Wis., a resourceful community, 
had a bird problem.

Leche Resigns 

The announced purpose of Governor Rich- 
ard Leche, of Louisiana, to resign, has been 
linked by some observers with the investigation, 
now under way, of alleged improper political 
use of the WPA in that state. The probe, 
launched on request of State WPA Administra- 
tor J. H. Crutcher, is seeking the truth about 
charges that WPA workers have been “shaken 
down” for contributions to. the Louisiana state 


‘political machine, that state equipment has 


been used for private construction work, etc. 

At the same time significance is attached 
to persistent rumors of a struggle for control 
of the state organization, between rival groups 
of leaders. 


Governor Leche has had two recent, and 


severe, attacks of arthritis and bases his de- 
termination to retire next week on the condi- 
tion of his health. But Lieutenant Governor 
Earl K. Long, brother of the late Huey Long, 
and the man who would succeed Leche in the 
governorship, indicates doubt as to the sin- 
cerity of the retirement announcement. 

Long pointed out, last night, that Governor 
Leche has not yet formally retired, has only 
said he plans to do so. The inference, that a 
change of mind may occur, {s plain. 

Politics in Louisiana is serious business. Even 
more so, if possible, than in Georgia. It is im- 
possible, in that state, for any development in 


state government to happen without every ’ 


Louisianan promptly speculating on possible 
hidden motives, and more or less logically link- 
ink one event with remote political causes in 
the background. 

Thus, no matter how much speculation there 
may be in Louisiana, it behooves all outsiders 
to withhold definite opinion, even as mere spec- 
tators. For there is no proof Governor Leche’s 
plan to retire involves anything at all save his 
health, as announced, and it would be unfair 
to believe the serious charges of WPA manipu- 
lation until they have been definitely proven 
true or false. 

The ruffled surface may tell the whole story. 
Or the thing may reach down into the murk- 
iest depths of Louisiana’s political seas. It will, 
however, take a lot of investigating to arrive at 
the truth and, until this is done, it is only 
fair to accept the Leche statement at its face 
value—a regretted retirement due to ill health. 


The Judge Manton Case 

The case of the United States versus Federal 
Judge Martin T. Manton has ended in a con- 
viction for bribery. He will pay a fine of $10,000 
and serve. a term of two years in the peni- 
tentiary. The offense committed was deserv- 
ing of thorough condemnation. Involving, as 
it did, an occupant of the bench, it became 
doubly damnable. 

The whole affair shocked the senstbilities of 
the people. It was given wide publicity. Every- 
body condemned the man. In this respect it 
served a useful purpose. It indicated to the 
people of the United States, as nothing else 
possibly could, the honesty and integrity of the 
judiciary, which, in the case of federal courts, 
is appointive. 

For Manton is the first member of the federal 
bench in history thus to betray his public trust. 
This fact previously was known to only a few. 
For this reason it was not thoroughly appre- 
ciated. In a century and a half one man suc- 
cumbed to one of the many frailties of human 
nature. He used his position of trust to en- 
hance his personal fortune. 

The passionate plea of the 58-year-old 
judge for clemency, while heart-stirring and 
moving, indicated the convicted man was con- 
scious, above all others, of the nature of_his 
wrong-doing. Had the crime been less far- 
reaching in its effect upon public morals his 
plea doubtless would have served to mitigate 
and ease the punishment, which was fixed at 
It was a bitter and, no 
doubt, retributive moment for this man to be 
forced to stand in his own court and receive 
judgment from the very bench he had so late- 
ly, though dishonorably, occupied. 

In bribery cases the recipient office-holder 
is deservedly held up to public scorn. He should 
be punished severely for his malfeasance. This 
applies with added forcefulness to the judiciary. 
All too frequently, however, the man who pays 
the bribe goes unmolested. It should not be 
forgotten both are equally guilty and should 
be brought to justice. m

The modern life span has seen some of the greatest develop- 
ments in the history of the human race. Yet it is strange electric 
power was so long reaching into the rural areas. It relieves some 
of the back-breaking labor and will, when another generation has 
come, tend to revolutionize farm labor. 

. The average person living in a city, used to electric power from 
birth, has no conception of what electric power means to a rural 


section, more especially to lone farm houses. Not many of them - 


can have more to start with than the lights. They alone will mean 
better light for reading. They will mean more conveniences. Soon 
will be added refrigerators, bringing ice and a machine which will 
keep milk, butter and vegetables fresher than the spring house or 
the cellar. It opens up a brand-new life to the average farm home 
which, without power, lacked many of the simplest conveniences. 

The last to go, of course, will be the wood or coal stove in thé 
kitchen. Not until they find some method of heating the kitchens. 
in winter will those stoves go. The old wood stove, with the wood 


box by its side; with pots of cooking food sending off an aroma, - 


is comforting in winter. But in summer a woman suffers and all 


but cooks herself.

There was a dummy switch on the speaker’s table, but even it 
was forgot until after the speech was done.

The switch was down the road a quarter of a mile or more from 
where the President was to speak.

When the President spoke of the power and formally an- 
nounced the throwing of the switch, the young man, his ear glued 
to the radio, would hear him and throw. the real switch.

Not until some 30 minutes after the speech did the real 
switch get thrown. Then a special messenger arrived saying to 
go ahead. Never once was there any mention of the switch from 
the speaker’s stand. , 
It was a great day and a great period in Georgia’s political his- 
tory. And for that day, at least, the young man waiting beside his 
radio and the switch was the forgotten man. 


PROGRESS NEVER REALLY HALTS One may wonder why 
electricity has been so 


slow reaching rural communities. And yet at the same time one 
of the projects, such as the one which was energized here this 
afternoon, is but another illustration of the fact we are a young 
country and that progress never really halts. 

The life of the farmer has not been an easy one. The life of 
his wife was even harder. Electric power was late reaching the 
rural sections. Indeed, it has just begun. 

Yet yesterday there was a man, still a vigorous man with many 
useful years ahead of him, who could remember going a half mile 
to borrow fire. Last night he sat beneath electric lights in his home. 
That is unusual progress for less than the span of a man’s life. 

Farm life will change. It will grow more comfortable, more 
livable. It will become a more attractive way of life. 

Electric power is but the beginning. What will it be like 50 
years from now when a farmer, looking about his fields in Forsyth 
county, will remember one day as a boy when he saw the switch 
thrown to bring the first power to the county?

stitute put this question: 

“If President Roosevelt runs for 
a third term on the Democratic 
ticket against Thomas Dewey on 
the Republican ticket, which one 
would you prefer? 


The same question was asked 


early in May, and the results com- 
pare as follows:

Prefer Roosevelt 45% 48% 

Prefer Dewey 55 52 

In the May survey approximate- 
ly one person in every eight (12 
per cent) expressed no opinion 
and today the no opinion vote is 
about the same—13 per cent. 

The results of the Dewey- 
Roosevelt “trial heat’ are by no 
means a conclusive indication of 
what may happen in 1940 if these 
two men are the candidates. Any 
speculation on the third term must 
take many factors into account. 
First, is the number of Democrats 
who may oppose a third term on 
principle, no matter how strong 


their party loyalty. Second, is the 


fact that the public's attitude to- 
ward a third term and particular- 
ly the attitude of Democrats, 
would undoubtedly be governed 
to a large extent by the type of 


candidate nominated by the Re-/| 
publicans and the kind of cam-| 


paign he wages. 

Nor is it possible at this time to 
measure the effect of unknown 
factors such as party platforms, 
convention fights, campaign 
speeches, radio broadcasts, news- 
reel appearances and other factors 
a which the public appraises can- 
didates and parties. The results 
of today’s survey are, therefore, 
merely a straw in the wind.

That Wisconsin should attempt 
to ‘legislate southern cottonseed 
products out of her borders is batl 
but understandable. They have a 
 legislation-complex in the state of 


the LaFollettes. And they have an 
all-powerful dairy interest. And 
they have no cotton interest. But 
bad beyond understanding of any 


rhyme or veason is the legislation 
against cottonseed products in our 
own southern states of Tennessee 
and Oklahoma. Dr. J. S. Abbott, 
director of research of the Na- 
tional Association of Margarine 
Manufacturers, tells us thatl10 cents 
a pound tax on oleomargarine lev- 
ied in these two southern states “is 
prohibitive of the sale of the prod- 
uct there,” and that the tax is lev- 
ied in spite of the fact that both 
states are large producers of do- 
mestic fats and oils. 


And in spite of the additional 
fact that even though they are not 
major growers of cotton, Tennes- 
see and Oklahoma are major 
southern states, bound to the econ- 
omy of the south and to the cotton 
which is that country’s base. And 
the still further and most basic fact 
that trade barriers between the 
states are against the very spirit 
and meaning of our American 
union. 


The measure of what cottonseed 
and its products can be to the 
south is what they have become 
already. Only a few generations 
ago, there were laws in Mississippi 
against dumping cottonseed into 
rivers. It was a waste product pure 
and simple, a useless residue, and 
the problem was how to dispose 
of it. Thrown into rivers with other 
refuse, it. filled up the beds and 
obstructed navigation, hence the 
‘law against the practice. But to- 
day the uses to which cottonseed 
is put are so various and large that 
they include everything but the 
shell—and even that may be em- 
ployed some day in the making of 
perfumes. And the demand for 
cottonseed is so great that there is 
a shortage of it in spite of the sur- 
plus of cotton itself. If cotton were 
grown for the seed alone (as some 
people believe i* may be some 
day) the south would be under ne- 
cessity of increasing, not restrict- 
ing, its crop.

There, said Mrs. Williams, her 
husband asked if domestic diffi- 
culties were going to be straight- 
ened out. 

When he received a negative re- 
ply, Mrs. Williams said, her hus- 
band grabbed a .38-caliber pistol 
from a shelf and aimed it at her. 


Took Pistol From Him. 

“I screamed and took it away 
from him,” Mrs. Williams told po- 
lice. “The cries brought the oth- 
ers from the house and Pittman 
from the front porch.” 

Williams picked up the weapon, 
which had dropped to the floor, 
ran a few steps into the yard and 
placed the muzzle against his right 
temple. He then pulled the trigger, 
sending a bullet into his head 
— killed him instantly, police 
said. 

He was pronounced dead upon 
arrival at Grady hospital. The 
body was taken to the funeral 
home of Harry G. Poole. Williams 
was a former city policeman and 
until eight months ago was a tick- 
et-taker at the cyclorama.

One subject to hyperacidity, 
sour stomach, hyperchlohydria, 
heart-burn, waterbrash, acid dys- 
pepsia, peptic ulcer, should avoid 
vinegar, pickels, sour food, raw 
fruits, especially apples, grapes 
and citrus fruits; soups and meat 
extractives such as consomme, or 
bouillon; spices and condiments 
such as excessive salt, pepper, 
mustard, hot sauces, concentrated 
sweets such as sugar, candy, 
honey, syrup, molasses; very 
coarse foods such as corn, bran, 
nuts, salad vegetables, alcohol, es- 
pecially sour wine, cider, grape 
juice and any alcoholic beverage 
before eating; tobacco, especially 
before eating. 


As an anti-acid, preferable to 
soda and other alkalis commonly 
used to relieve stomach acidity, 
calcium carbonate is recommend- 
ed. Ten grains of calcium car- 
bonate (otherwise known as pre- 


is the average dose and this dose, 
taken as powder or in tablet form, 
will neutralize excessive acidity 
in the stomach for several hours, 
and may be repeated two or three 
times a day if desired. Unlike so- 
dium bicarbonate (soda, saleratus) 
chalk does not disturb the acid- 
base balance in the blood and tis- 
sues. Neither does it produce such 
gas (carbon dioxide) on reacting 
with acid in the stomach, as does 
sodium bicarbonate. Many suffer- 
ers find that an occasional dose of 
calcium carbonate gives grateful 
relief to distress from gas—at least 
they ascribe it to gas. Where such
